Decision to initiate two important 
projects for assistance of settlers in 
the drouth areas of the province has 
teen made by the provincial govern- 
nent this week, announces Hon. 
George Hoadley, acting premier. 
One of the projects in the initia- 
tion of a program of works in the 
municipalities and improvement dis- 
tricts in the dried out areas to be 
financed by the provncial government 
through the municipal authority, in 
such a manner as to give the great- 
est benefit to the farmers in the’: 
districts This program will include 
only the construction of roads 
throughout the municipal districts 
concerned, but also the construction 
of dams for the conservation of water 
for stock in the area most seriously 
affected by drouth conditions, The 
other project is in connection with 
{ne disposal of cattle in the hands 
of settlers in the drouth districts. 
From information now in the hands cf 
the government, there are some 20,990 
ox 25,000 head of cattle to be disp 2sed 
of. Some of these have been sold at 
unfairly low prices, The government 
hqpes to initiate arrangements where- 
by some of these cattle will be dis- 
posed of, the low grade stock going 
to- packers for processing, while it 
is hoped to be able to sell the more 
desirable stock to those who have 
feed in the northern districts, De- 
tails for both the above projects were 
still to be worked out, but the general 
policies have been decided upon.

THE ‘CROP TESTI TESTING 
PLAN 1934 


SEASON RESULTS 
Crop 


The fourth year of the 
Testing Plan in Western Canada has 
just concluded its operations for the 
summer seasn. This plan, which start- 
ed in a very modest way with one line 
elevator company working in co-opera- 
tion chiefly. with the Dominion Depart. 
ment of Agriculture, has now been ex- 
terdec to take in five additional vom- 
panies in co-operation also 
{with) western unrversities and 
Dominion and Provincal departments 
vf agriculture, the entire work be- 
ing co-ordinated by the National Ad- 
visory Committee on Agriculture Ser- 
vices, 

This plan, as has frequently been 
explained, involves the selecting of 
samples of (wheat from farmers’ wag- 
ons at country elevators and the grow- 
ing of said samples at experimental 
stations, universities and at selected 
points throughout the country, As 
imaturity-approaches, these plots are 
carefully examined by experts who 
determine the purity as to variety of 
the said samples, and classify the 
material under test into three groups 
on the basis of its suitability for seed 
purposes. [These groups are desig- 
nated ABand C. A representing that 
material which is practically pure as 
to variety, and so suitable for feeding 
pyrposes; B that which is reasonably 
pure only andC group representing 
stuck so badly mixed that it should 
not bé used further as seed. 

During the inspection and classific- 
ation of these plots a field day is 
eld in order that farmers and elevat- 
or agents may have the advantage of 
the presence of the above mentioned 
experts who are always glad to ex- 
plain differences between varieties, 
and to point out the practical advant- 
age to the farmer himself of using 
only the purest type of seed of a re- 
Cygnmended variety. 

During the past month there have 
been checked up in the above manner 
some 15,000 samples of wheat secur- 
ed from farmers at 600 points in the 
west. This work was done at 50 cen- 
tral points termed, district plots. 

The classification of these plots, 
each of which actually represents 
a field of wheat, indicates that 23 per 
cent iwere entitled to be included in 
A class, while 36 per cent being re- 
sonably good were classed as B, and 
41 per cent were classed as C. 

From the above it would seem fair 
to conclude that incofor as concerns 
the 660 districts surveyed, more 
than 41 per cent pf the farmers 
are not using seed of as desirable a 
type as they might. An interesting 
teature of this investigation is that 
practically every one of the elevator 
districts from which these samples 
‘were secured has at least some 
farmers who are growing excellent 
stock but that this knowledge un- 
fortunately is not very widly known 
—indeed in many cases the farmer 
growing A material was unaware of 
its good quality, 

‘Another interesting, discovery has 
been that a very large percentage 
of the A lots have been traced back 
directly to registered se¢d. Some 
of these lots, it was found, had been 
obtained as registered seed several 
years: ago but by reason of the 
inherent purity of this class of seed 
had retained a high degree of pur- 
ity throughout the years, This in- 
cidentally is one of the best argu- 
iments that might be presented in 
favor of the use of seed of high ped- 
igree. 

One of the worthwhile develop- 
ments of this undertaking is going 
to be that numerous distriets will 
be developed in which ali farmers 
will be growing the same variety 
thereby providing sources of seed 
from which large quantities of rela- 
tively pure material may be drawn 
when required for relief or other pur- 
poses, 

The crop testing plan is the re- 
sult of the vision of Mr, A, L, Searle 
president of the Searle Grain Comp- 
any, who, in 1929, considered those

y Uniform Price System Advecated : 


Introduction of a uniform price system throughout Canada as a means 
of distributing whatever benefits result from protective tariffs and of equal- | 
izing production costs, was advocated by J. D. McKenna, St. John, N.B,, 
publisher, in a recent submission to the royal commission investigating 
Nova Scotia’s economic situation. 

Urging equalization of wholesale prices of all protected goods manufac- 
tured in this country, Mr. McKenna contended that Montreal and Toronto | 
Virtually monopolized whatever benefits resulted from protective tariffs. 
Fighty-five per cent. of manufactured goods came out of Ontario and Que- 
bec, he said, and, because costs of the finished articles included all the taxes 
imposed by governments, provincial and federal, it followed that people of 
other provinces purchasing those goods, had to ‘pay not only their own 
taxes but theirs as well—and that comes to a pile of money.”

His scheme to equalize costs and to standardize prices throughout the 
country, involves absorption by manufacturers of freight charges, a process | 
with which many in Western Canada would be prone to agree. ‘This, Mr. | 
McKenna claimed, would permit munufacturers to place their products on | 
the market at a uniform price—the.same in Halifax, Regina and Vancouver | 
as in Toronto and Montreal. Press despatches note that at the close of his 
presentation, Mr. McKenna was coniplimented by Prof. John Harry Jones, | 
of Leeds University, England, who, noted as an economist, is chairman of 
the commission. 


The contentions and proposals of Mr. McKenna are by no means new to 
Western Canada. Least of all sre they new to a certain small group of 
Saskatchewan economic students which, for two years or more, has quietly | 
been conducting inquiries along similar lines, with a view eventually of 
sponsoring a plan which might be adopted as a “Western Policy’’. This | 
group has concentrated its attention upon the price structure, seeking to | 
determine what inequities exist with it, noting more particularly the effects | 
upon it and upon the purchasing pcewer of the prairie provinces of freight, | 
tariff and taxation costs. | 

The former favorable disparity in wage and salary scales as between 
Western and Eastern Canada having disappeared under stress of economic 
conditions, or being noticeable only in reverse, the Saskatchewan group has 
been seeking something to compensate the loss. Though prices of manufac- 
tured goods had fallen, the drop was commensurate with the drop in prices 
of farm products, and seemed to be determined largely by the reduced pur- 
chasing power of consumers in the West. Somewhere within this price | 
structure, it was felt, lay certain factors which, if equalized or removed, 
would effect much-needed adjustments. Hence came the attack upon prices. 

The Saskatchewan group has Jaid stress on the fact that, while freights | 
and tariffs have increased farmers’ production costs, they have received no 
compensation from manufacturers of consumers’ goods, nor have the ad- 
vantages accruing to the industrialized areas been distributed as, it was) 
thought, they should be. From this it was argued that, as consumers, 
prairie farmers were encouraging a system which tended to centralize in- 
dustry in the Toronto and Montreal areas, which areas derived direct bene- 
fits from local taxes payable by the industries and from circulation of the | 
payrolls of such industries. This system, it was contended, placed the 
West under toll both at home and ijn the East. 

It was felt, therefore, that, inasmuch as these advantages were accord- | 
ed the manufacturing areas of the East, there should be some compensatory 
factor, some method of distributing benefits, to all parts of Canada in the 
price structure, That is to say, while goods might cost a little more in the 
area of their manufacture, they would cost a little less in the area of their | 
consumption. And inasmuch as the principle already is applied in the case | 
of nationally-priced products, the proposition at first sight appears fair and 
just. The West will watch eastern reactions to the proposal made by Mr. 
McKenna, with considerable interest.

| An Heroic Epoch 
| 


Important Part That Women Played 
In Adventurous Days Of Can- 
ada’s Discovery 

The heroic epoch which saw the | 
discovery of Canada was peopled by | 
many extraordinary characters. The| 
women played rather a curious role. 

Carried away by the wave of en-| 
thusiasm which swept over France| 
for the new world, several women of | 
the French aristocracy accompanied |

| age, under Roberval, from the port | 
of La Rochelle on April 16, 1542, for; 
Canada.

The character of the women of St.

These men, victims of tempests, of | 
fortune’s whims, now at the height} 
of success, now plunged in- deepest) 
despair, it seems they needed to toms 
per their bold and restless spirits in 
the calm: of these women’s BOUD, | 
these women with their cold impas- 
sive eyes. 

Catherine des Granges, wife of! 
Jacques Cartier, was typical of her! 
compatriots. The only existing por- 
trait shows her with a calm fash | 
eyes of deep grey, the color of cloudsi 
at twilight. Catherine was at the 
same time practical and economical. 

The day after her husband set sail | 
on his first voyage for Canada, April 
21, 1534, she had planted in their | 
orchard 20 sturdy apple trees, 60 
green gage plum trees and several 
other hardy fruit trees, all these in 
a warm spot protected from the 
winds of the sea. 

Later they bought the Domain of 
Limoilou. The Domain of Limoilu, 
still buffeted by sea winds, as when 
Cartier studied old maps there and 
made new ones of the world he had 
discovered, is about half a mile from | 
the coast. A true explorer’s home, it 
stands on a height of land which dips
